IN AN OFTEN forgotten swath of 
Kings County lies a somewhat desolate, 
cobblestone waterfront neighborhood 
that has much more dilapidated charm 
than its sour-tasting name suggests. 
Vinegar Hill nestles between DUMBO, 
the bursting-at-the-seams neighborhood 
to the west, the 300-acre Navy Yard to 
the east, the East River and the sprawl- 
ing Con Ed Substation to the north, and 
public housing to the south. The sleepy 
neighborhood, which spans a radius of approximately 10 blocks, 
reflects an old-world ambience that remains virtually intact well into 
the 21st century. Pre-Civil War brick row houses with street-level 
storefronts — some turned art galleries or offices, some turned resi- 
dences, some seemingly abandoned — and even an early 19th-century 
Eederal-style mansion known as "the Commandant’s House" grace the 
area. So architecturally out of place it appears to have been dropped 
in the area on a whim, the Commandant’s House is said to have once 
housed Commodore Matthew Perry, who helped lead the path to a 
trade treaty with Japan in the 1850s; it earned its nickname because it 
served as the residence of the neighboring Brooklyn Navy Yard's com- 
mander. It is currently a private residence.

You only truly need one good restaurant, and 
Vinegar Hill House on Hudson Avenue, the neighborhood's most 
popular street, certainly fills the role.

"We were enamored with the neighborhood's creaky charms 
and instantly fell in love," says Adamson. While the restaurant's 
instant fame put the neighborhood on the map, Adamson still says:

WHEN A HIP Manhattan couple with three young sons decided to combine two apartments 
on the Upper East Side, they enlisted the help of interior designer Kerry Delrose and architect 
Jose Ramirez. The only problem? The apartments hadn’t been touched in years: They were dark, 
staid, and in serious need of a gut renovation. 

Working in tandem with the architect and his team, Delrose and his associate, designer Mi- 
chelle Galante, restructured the layout to create a light-filled oasis with a unique delineation 
between public and private spaces. Walls came down to create an expansive living-plus-dining 
room, floors (linoleum especially) were replaced, and an entire kitchen was built from scratch. 
But, first things first. Since the main entry into the apartment yielded a nearly thirty-foot-long 
hallway towards the private quarters to the east, the designers came up with an ingenious solu- 
tion to keep the passageway from looking like a highway: four sets of wood blocks, evenly placed 
and set floor-to-ceiling with LED backlighting, run up the length of the hallway and yield a 
beautiful, ambient walk to the bedrooms and private quarters. continued*

designer went for family comfort adding a thick Moroccan

To the left of the entry, the Delrose continued a private, but open access plan. The den, 
directly off the entry vestibule to the west, conveniently leads into the family’s casual yet 
chic breakfast room, which then leads into the newly built kitchen — fresh in dark wood, 
contrasting white-lacquered cabinetry, and limestone floors. To cater to the owners' love 
of entertaining, Delrose created a large public space that can be accessed directly from the 
entry and the kitchen. While the dining area's parchment table and skyscraper chandeliers 
might steal the show, the living area's inviting palette of beiges, mauves, lavenders, and 
browns, and multifarious plush seating options encourage lounging. “Every room in the 
apartment is used,’’ says Delrose. “There is no Faberge egg here.’’ continued^

In tne living room, the architects widened the 
hallway entrance to bring in more light while 
retaining the original wood paneling. Fogarty 
Finger’s interior design team created a custom 
rug to highlight the elegant Andree Putman 
Crescent Moon sofa by Ralph Pucci. The 
large Gaetano Sciolari chandelier masterfully 
dominates the space. A vintage Henry Klumb 
chaise from Mondo Cane lends an artful grace 
note and a wood and bronze side chair from 
J. F. Chen provides additional seating. 
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A YOUNG NEW YO»K couple bought an 
1890s brownstone in Park Slope, falling in love 
with its period warmth and all its quirks and 
idiosyncrasies. Yet after they had lived in it for a 
year, they reluctantly came to the conclusion that 
it wasn’t designed to meet the everyday needs of a 
21st-century family — especially since they were 
expecting their first child. Vowing to preserve as 
much of its original character as possible, they 
called in Fogarty Finger, a Manhattan-based 
architectural firm, to do some modest renova- 
tions. But modest was not in the cards. “We 
wound up gutting every single inch,” says part- 
ner Robert Finger, who lives just a few blocks 
away and worked closely with the couple on all 
stages of the project. That said, he hastens to add, 
they also put many things back, like the gracious 
fireplaces and some of the beautiful wood trim. 
In other respects, the architects were brutal.

Another major item on the couple’s wish list was a large, central kitchen, as the existing one 
was in a tiny space near a back stairwell. Because the living room was very long, the designers 
were able to shorten it by three feet to create the cooking area that abuts the dining room. The 
architects also took on the lower level, where they created a large family room — by the time 
the renovation was finished, the couple had had a second child — with a spacious play area for 
the kids. Glass doors now open out to a deck and a walled-in garden. 

The children inhabit the floor directly above the living room; the parents have a luxe nest 
at the top. Fortunately, the entire project went off without a hitch. “They were wonderful 
clients,” says Finger. “I would do it all over again.” see resourcesm

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WHEN IT COMES TO DREAM places 
for a Manhattan pied-a-terre, The Apthorp 
probably sits high on many people’s lists. It 
certainly did for the Las Vegas-based clients 
of Joan and Jayne Michaels, the design sis- 
terhood formally known as 2Michaels. The 
husband, a professional poker player, grew 
up in Gotham; for him, Clinton & Rus- 
sell’s landmark early 20th-century Italian 
Renaissance Revival pile held a longtime 
marker in the wish-fulfillment department. 
The wife, a trained nurse, felt similarly, and 
loved the neoclassical quality of its expan- 
sive, high-ceilinged rooms. 

First came a sensitive, soup-to-nuts reno- 
vation of the three-bedroom, 4,000 -square- 
foot interior. Architect Scott Ageloff 
tweaked the plan to create more entertain- 
ing and living space, redid the kitchen, over- 
hauled the bathrooms, and more. “Virtually 
everything you see is new, including all the 
finishes,’’ he says. “We pared back the detail 
for restraint, but all the plasterwork match- 
es the original, as we wanted to respect

As the couple struggled with furnishings, they turned to the Michaels sisters. Joan 
says, “both of them liked how we use antiques and that we have slightly quirky taste.” 
The first piece that the designers selected — the living room’s Jacques Hauville-designed 
yellow floor lamp from the 1950s — was a lodestar for everything that followed. The sis- 
ters and their clients decided to concentrate on a European look; to source as much as 
possible from Europe, specifically from Scandinavia, Northern Europe, Austria, and 
Germany; and to keep the rooms spare and the upholstery forms soft. As the Michaels 
introduced their clients to looking at antiques and the ins-and-outs of the auction expe- 
rience, the couple took to the process like naturals — and began obsessing over pieces, 
and finding the right ones for the environment, with their designers. 

Early in the project, says Jayne, “when we were looking at books on northern Europe 
and thinking about compositions, we gravitated toward Vermeer because of his colors, 
the way he arranged the interiors he painted, and his filtered light.” The influence of the 
Dutch painter’s eye is discernible in the choice of silhouettes, furniture placement and 
tabletop arrangements, palette selections, and the overall timeless feeling of the rooms.

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WHEN A FORTY-SOMETHING couple with three children hired architect Stephen Wang to combine adjacent 
Upper East Side apartments, they took him to dinner at a favorite restaurant, Rouge Tomate. “It wasn’t just to have a 
meal,” he recalls. “They wanted to show me a certain feel.” 

The tailored contemporary aesthetic, warmed by woods and shot through with color (namely red), then led the 
team — which also included Christopher Clark of Clark Construction, who had recommended Wang — to the interior 
designers Mary Foley and Michael Cox. Their firm, Foley&Cox, says the wife of the couple, purveyed “a clean, sleek, 
minimalist style that was still inviting,” and they embraced deeply saturated tones. 

Conjoining apartments into one fluid whole is often challenging. “I always separate private and public spaces when 
I combine apartments,” says Wang, who located the kitchen, living and dining rooms in one apartment, the four bed- 
rooms and a library-guest room in the other. Wang then “scaled the rooms up so they felt like they were always meant 
to be that way,” instead of simply repurposed from a previous floor plan. The strategy worked particularly well in the 
entry hall, imparting a sense of arrival and importance, and in the corridor connecting the formerly segregated resi- 
dences. In this latter case, widening the hall and making it into a kids’ hangout and homework station metamorphosed 
a mere conveyance between apartments into an actual room, successfully obliterating the sense of division, continued ^

“Views were very important,” adds Foley. French 
doors opening onto terraces surround both apartments, 
so preserving a minimally interrupted continuity of views 
became another unifying gambit.

Deco 
touches — a chair silhouette here, a scalloped molding 
there — gave public rooms a cosmopolitan sophistication. 

To enhance the new oneness, the designers used color 
to lead the eye seamlessly from public to private spaces. 
“They talked to us about how, culturally, they weren’t 
afraid of color,” says Cox of his clients, an Indian finan- 
cial services executive and his Argentinian lawyer wife.

From there, each resident’s individual personality asserts itself. “Your kids spend 
much more time in their bedrooms than you do,” notes the wife. “They wanted to be 
involved in the process.” So Foley and Cox both interviewed them. The eldest boy, says 
Foley, requested something “more masculine and grown up” (presto — brown- and 
white-striped walls); the daughter liked blues and greens (hello powder blue, lichens, 
and sages); and the first-grader didn’t have strong opinions but loved family travel 
(ergo, his map-papered wall). The master bedroom palette of neutrals and salmon 
pink was drawn from a rug brought from the couple’s previous apartment.

WHEN IT COMES to color-me-fabulous interiors, 
there’s no one quite like designer John Barman. With 
red, he is unquestionably nonpareil. With the rest of the 
spectrum, he’s an acknowledged whiz as well. For a young 
couple nurturing a passion for art, unafraid of provocative 
palettes, and newly installed in a two-bedroom Tribeca 
residence where the often-gray cityscape comes into close 
and arresting view, he proved an apt and particularly 
happy choice for creating rooms to suit. 

The first thing Barman did was to open up the 
interior, moving a wall to capitalize on the views, a 
dominant factor in all his design choices because the 
world beyond the wall-to-wall, floor-to-ceiling windows 
was inescapable. One huge plus? Luxurious quantities 
of daylight flooding through the rooms. One significant 
drawback? The sometimes oppressive tones of the vistas 


of brick and concrete. “They wanted color,’’ says Barman, 
who inserted it into otherwise neutral spaces via seating, 
the floorcoverings, and the cabinetry — and, yes, artwork. 
His saturated, thematic shades of red and blue provide the 
melody and the high notes, and “compensate for seasonal 
grayness.’’

Barman’s use of textures to beckon and his emphasis 
throughout on plushness from cut velvet to fur establish an 
atmosphere of invitation and welcome.
